aro somo things that would bo arau- 
iingdid we not know they wero injurious. 
We could woll afford to laugh at the ludi- 
crous spectacles occasionally presented by 
the Legislativo Council in its dobates on 
political economy wore wo not conscious 
that tho oolony suffers from the lamentable 
exhibition. Who for instanoo can read tho 
report of yesterday's proceedings in tho 
Upper House on tho Franchise bill, without 
coming to tho conclusion that thin body is 
simply a burlesque on legislative institutions, 
Wbon wo find a man occupying tho promi- 
nent position of Colonial Secretary putting 
forward tho idea that tho guago of respecta- 
bility is the valuo of land a man possesses, 
•we aro inclined to turn to tho calendar and 
eeo if wo aro not living still in tho palmy 
days of Barons and retainers. Lot King 
Freezy'a successor, Jim, bo brought forward 
and roeoivo thoso honors which of right be- 
long- to him. Let tho various nativo chief- 
tains of tho Island bo placed in those posi- 
tions of trust to which tho ownorship of an 
unlimited quantity of land entitles them. 
Henceforward society will rest on a differ- 
ent basis. Honor, intelligence and education 
■will bo empty names. Threo thousand 
dollars' worth of real estate will place a man 
above reproach, whether ho robs hia neigh- 
bor of the amount— it will be a guarantee of 
his intelligent, whether he bo the veriest 
clown— it will speak moro highly for his 
educational attainments than tho highest 
University degroos. Three thousand dollars 
invested in property in Vancouver Island I 
What a miraculous metamorphosis it makes 
in tho individual to be suro. No matter if 
he bo a black-leg — no mattor if ho bo a clod- 
hopper — no mattor if ho is as backward in 
civilization as the Siwash, tho very moment 
ho makes this investment his whole moral 
and mental qualities undergo a Bpeedy 
transformation and ho stands before the 
public a model candidate for the repre- 
sentation of a Vancouver Island constiu- 
ency. Some people there ore to be found 
in Vancouver Island this present moment 
reokless enough to assort that, if the invest- 
ment of S3000 in real estate in the colony 
indicated any peculiar quality in tho invoster, 
it would indicate his egregious folly, and 
would prove that instead of being a flt per- 
son to legislato for the public he above all 
men in the community would be least adapt* 
od to tho position. The Colonial Secretary, 
however, thinks otherwise. In his profun- 
dity tho man who buries his capital in the 
ground, doing good to non", '13 a much wiser 
man as well as a moro useful man than tho 
person who invests it in an industrious pur- 
suit, by which employment is afforded to 
othors, and an addition made to tho wealth 
of tho country. When the Attorney Gen- 
eral puts tho question — Is a man not as 
respectable with §5000 worth of goods 
as with SoOOO in land ? the Colonial 
Secretary replies " decidedly not ; because 
(mark the logic) tho man with tho $5000 in 
goods may not own tho goods, but tho man 
with $5000 in land would own tho land." It 
requires an astute mind to porceivo that a man 
oan own goods and at tho same time not own 
thorn. So muoh for Mr. W. A. O. Young 
To come now to the philosophy of Mr. Kod 
erick Finlayson. That gentleman, according 
to our report, says it would bo far bolter to 
do away with our representative institutions 
than have such as wo have had — which 
means of course that it would be much butter 
to havo the Exocutivo unlrammelod in the 
raising and tho expending of public revenue 
Unfortunately, however, for Mr. Pinlayson's 
consistency, it is not many months since 
he was shouting as loud as the loudest against 
tho heavy taxation of tho country, and ap- 
plauding the scheme of retrenchment of the 
House of Assembly. It would really Beam 
that some men lose their wits, or at leu?t 
their memory, when they enter tho halls of 
legislation. Mr. Finlayson is no less untenable 
in his subsequent position. Tho country, ho 
eaya, that has not a sufficient number oi 
capable men to act as legislators amongst the 
class worth §5,000 of real estato is unfit for 
reprcsetnntivo institutions. Could any propo- 
sition bo moro ridiouious. If there is any 
department '.a a country requiring the largest 
intelligence ami greatest exporieneo amongst 
its mombors it is tho legislative depart- 
ments ; for by its acts tho destiny of the 
country may bo decided. Now Mr. Fin- 
layson will not protend to say that this in- 
telligence and cxperienco are confined, 
and o?peeially in small communites 
liko Vancouver Island, to men holding 85000 
in real estato ; on the contrary the gentleman 
knows that there is a great deal moro pruo- 
tictd knowledge— a groat deal moro legisla- 
• tivo fitness outside this circle than inside. 
In this colony, as well as in many others 
under tho British Crown, tho original pro- 
perty owners, the men who become rich by 
chance, wero generally men of very little 
experience, in many instances indoed de- 
plorably ignorant. In all casos, however, 
whether ignorant or otherwise thty hnvo 
proved themselves the most unfitted to o-x- 
OTciso tho legislative power. Yot Mr. Fin- 
layson and hia worthy colleague tho Colo- 
nial Secretary want tho colony to bo sub- 
jected to this oligarchy of ignorant upstart 
assumption. Failing in their dosiro to 
Bco tho roprosenlalivo institutions ol the 
oountry tnkou away they want to re 
duco tho representative power to a nullity. 
In fact, did tho absurdity become law, thu 
colony might beforo the cud of tho year be 
virtually unrepresented ; from the simplo 
fact that tho depreciation of property might 
mako ii almost impossible for tho largest 
landowner to declare ho hud 83,000 worth if 
real estate- To think that men instead if 
going to work and passing liberal laws for tho 
encouragement of tho population ulroady hero,

Collins' Overland Teleoiupii Expedi- 
tion. — Captain JumoB L. Butler, atloched to 
Major L. Popo's party, arrived here iast 
Tuesday night (April 25) in command of a 
small parly, II. McNeill, and two Babine 
Indians. They left tho north end of Lake 
Tatla last January, travelling on snow-shoes 
ovor GOO miles of country, and made tho coast 
at Nnsso Harbor, thence to Fort Simpson, 
thcro to wait for Major Topo aDu party, who 
had gone over another line of country via 
Stickeen River, and are now due. The 
Hudson Bay Co'a. steamer Oltor, Captain 
Lewis, arrived at Fort Simpson, Maroh 25th. 
Captain Butler reports much mortality among; 
the interior Indians; in one lodge eight In- 
dians were seized with a cholcraio attack in 
one night, and wero dead before morning ; 
much hooping-cough prevailed amongst the 
children ; medicine snd advico wore eagerly 
asked lor by the parents. Some of the 
country explored is eaid to be very roup;!), 
mountains and rocks, without line or regu- 
larity, a chaotic masB of immonsity ; one lo- 
cality had every nppenrance of hcing rich in 
mineral. From Fort Simpson to Now West* 
minster, 8. E. gales prevailed, with heavy 
rain in tho lulls ; tho steamer Diana was 
sighted ofi Fort Rupert, bound north. Tho 
only disturbance experienced was Irom a 
band o( drunken Ilydahs, on tboir return 
north from Victoria, who were camped on 
the Vancouver Island coast beach, having 
" a burst of tangle-leg." These facetious 
fellows amused themselves by saluting tho 
party with a volley of hoavy stones, that 
rather tried tho temper of the assailed. A 
highly dusky Ilellona incited tho men to use 
their muskets, screaming that a Hydah had 
been killed (? hung) and this was a good op- 
portunity to retaliate. Fortunately a few 
sober Indians wero present and secured the 
firearms before the others, maddened with 
drink, could create a scene of bloodshed that 
would havo drawn upon Ihom a prompt and 
sovere retribution ; the explorers were well 
armed and inurod to burnt powder. This 
little circumstance shows tho Siwnsh in his 
proper light — -when sobor, orderly and peace- 
ful — when drunk with tho poisonous com- 
pound " Indian whiskey ,'''he becomes lost 
to reason, iutunt on quarrelling arid fighting. 
To tho traveller, who encounters muoh hard- 
ship and danger in the North-west — tho 
danger of all dangers most to be avoided, is 
the drunken Indian. Tho littlo baud have 
experienced a roush trip, but uppear to be 
in good health and spirits. — Columbian.

A NEW VIEW OF THE SUBJECT. 

Soma years ago it was proposed by an 
American physician that members of the 
Faculty should advertise their remedies and 
modes of treating diseases in tbo newspapers. 
It was a bold and manly Idea. It was scou- 
ted, however, by tho profession geuerally, as 
infra dig. But is there any dcgralion in 
publicity? Is it not rather the great touch- 
stone that vies pretcnaiotn and univcrBnlises 
the practical benefits of all valuablo inveu - 
tions and discoveries? Should not a pro« 
(ession that aims at the mitigation of suffer- 
ing and tho preservation of lilo make tho 
moans of attaining these grand objects known 
through tho channel of information most 
accessible to all classes and conditions — the 
culumns of the public press? If it d"clinos 
to do so, tlio natural inforenco is, either that 
tho desiro ol secrocy arises from a sordid, 
monopolising, energetic spirit, or from n 
lack of faith in its own prescriptions. 

Viewing the snbjout in ibis light, wo may 
prcsumo, Professor Hoixoway some twenty 
years ago overleaped the barriers which the 
proleision had erected between itself and the 
public, and plunged fearlessly into the news- 
paper arena, lie had discovered, or rathoi 
invented, after years of research and experi- 
ments, two prnparalious which he believed 
to be specifics lor noarly all tho diseases ol 
mankind ; and as Bn indication of bis con- 
fidence in lliom, and n proof of bis philan- 
thropic wish that, if really valuablo, they 
should bo accessible la tho whole world, ho 
advertised them wheiever advertising media 
existed. This was the sovoicst ordeal to 
which ho could have Bubmiited them — tho 
experimentum cruets. He ihrow them at 
ouco, as it wore, beloro tho sick of all re- 
gions. Ho slated their properties, pro- 
claimed what they would do, and staked 
reputation and fortuno upon the issue. That 
issue has been all that he or the world 
could havo desired. Tho rich and tho poor, 
tho learned and tho ignorant, physicians, 
statesmen, monarchs, a nation of enlightened 
Ireedom, havo "auctioned, used, and extolled 
them. They are fixed facts in medical his- 
tory I 

Is not this better than hiding light under 
a bushel? Id it not better than writing pre- 
scriptions in a dead language, and pulling 
weights nnd quantities into hieroglyphics? 

]f anything is worth knowing, it is worthy 
ol being universally known. So thinking, 
Hollowoy proclaimed the virtue* of bis 
medicines through the press ; and fortnne, 
fume, and tho gratitude of millions havo 
bean his rewuid. — Galveston News.
